By coQtantly watching General Andreas ZAED, former head of Hungarian 
Intelligence p who Is presently residing at Solbad Hallp Tyrol » under the 
alias of KOVACSp Andreas , Soviet Intelligence agents were able to determine 
that ZAED was dependent upon Attlla KOVACZ for all of his Intelligence reports. 
Attlla KDVACZ lived only a few doors from ZAKD and was quartered with a 
Hungarian DP (name unknown)], who was working for the Prench, and acted as a 
bodyguard for him. Further observation by Soviet Intelligence agents disclosed 
the fact that the Hungarian DP visited his fl^cee every Saturday in Ehfstein, 
leaving Attila EQVACZ alone in his room*

Surprised by the Hungarian DP*s appearance, HAAS and BODNAR fled. 

^DNAR was wounded in the lower part of his arm. Both HAAS and BODNAR 
were recognized by the DP. Realizing that Attila K07ACZ was mortally wounded, 
the DP made no attempt to pursue, the assailants* After notifying the French 
Gendarmerie, the DP tried to render assistance to the wounded man. Ihe car 
in front of ZAKD’s quarters drove away after hearing shots. HAAS and BODNAR 
were apprehended by the Jtench Gendariserie in the village 7olders near 
Bolbad Hall, and turned over to the French Deuziame Bureau at Innsbruck* 

As a result of his wounds, Attila K07AC2 died in the hospital at Innabruck* 
This was a hard blow to ZAKO because only KDVAC2, Attila^ knew the entire 
intelllcence network.
